Wans Me Taking Shape for 'Building Neui, Improved 
Osteopathic Hospital In ft Worth 


Prom the Fort Worth SUr-Telerram. Sunday. May 1", 1653 


“The little wonder”—Fort Worth Osteopathic 
Hospital—is alxnit to start growing, 
Blueprints are nearly completed for a new 50-bed 
or larper facility to take the place of the present 
25-bed institution at 3705 Camp Bowie Blvd. 
The new three-level building will be erected at 
Montgomery and Mattison. The lot was given by 
a Fort Worth citizen. 
Money for the construction will come from the 
$3,965,000 Greater Fort Worth Hospital Fund. 
Upon completion of the new building the pres­ 
ent hospital will l>e sold for use as a clinic. Proceeds 
will help pay for the new construction. 


Nearly Always Full. 


“We call our present hospital ‘the little wonder 
because everyone outside of the statt said it couldn t 
be done,” said Dr. Phil Russell, l>oard chairman. 


“But from the day we opened it in 1919, it has 
been practically full every minute.” 
Hospital records show that in 1952 there were 
1,541 admissions—860 surgical cases, 478 obstetrical 
and 203 medical. Average daily occupancy was 22.3 
beds or 90 per cent. Dr. Russell pointed out that 
hospital practice has proved efficiency in operation 
is at a maximum when occupancy is 80 per cent or 
less. 
“The hospital has had to turn down an average 
of 10 patients a day in recent months, 
he said. 


Children’s Clinic. 


On one recent day, picked at random, the day 
began with every bed full and the day’s operating 
room schedule cailed for two more admissions. Every­ 
thing worked out satisfactorily, said Administrator 
L. C. Baxtor, ‘‘but it took some doing.” 


One service offered by staff meml>ers is the an­ 
nual clinic at which children get complete examina­ 
tions virtually free of charge. The last clinic was 
held in a downtown hotel because there was no space 
at the hospital. 
The new building is expected to provide ade­ 
quate space for this activity in the future and com­ 
plete examination facilities will be available on call. 


Dated Far Ahead. 


Also due for relief is the tense operating room 
situation. At present. Baxter said, surgical schedules 
are full three or four weeks ahead. 
Plans call for two major and one minor surgery 
rooms, two delivery rooms and an emergency room, 
as well as othopedic and cystoscopic sections. 


X-ray facilities will be tripled in the new hos­ 
pital. 
Extra space will allow more provision for pediat­ 
ric cases. At present the hospital has no 
separate 
area for treatm ent of children. 


Comfort for Visitors. 


In the plans are provisions for a large cafeteria 
and expanded kitchens. There meals for patients will 
be prepared and placed in containers under a 
meal- 
pack” system. The food is pre-heated by infra-red 
rays and the containers are sealed. Food will keep 
warm for at least four hours, making it possible for 
a patient to eat practically when he pleases. 
Cramped office and reception space now restricts 
visiting. Provision for greater comfort for visitors 
is planned. 
“We can start construction three months after 
the Fund gives us the word,” Dr. Russell said. 


The “word” should come soon, according to J. B. 
Thomas, president of the Fund.
